Smith OUarged With Contempt of

Philadelphia. Pa., Dec. 19.—Mayor 


Thomas B. Smith was today indicted 
on charges of contempt of court and 
violation of the election laws in con- 
nection with the holding of the pri- 
mary election in the fifth ward last 
September, when a policeman was shot 
and killed by alleged New York gun- 
men.

Withdrawals From Russia and 


Drafts on Young Boys Makes 


Big Force Possible 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 19.—Ger- 


many's strength on the Franco British 
front is placed in official dispatches re- 
ceived here today at 154 divisions, or 
within one division of the great force 
amassed there last July when the 
German military effort against France 
was at Its maximum. 


Withdrawals from Russia and drafts 


upon the young classes or reservists 
have enabled -the Kaiser not only to 
make up the enormous losses suf- 
fered in bloody battles with the allies 
but to replace the men sent to aid 
the Austrians in their invasion of Italy. 


Winter therefore finds the Germans 


with 
armies 
facing 
the allies in 


France very equal to the largest ever 
before mustered, with advertisements 
of a great offensive which may presage 
another peace proposal. 


The allies, however, are understood 


to maintain a considerable superiority 
in number on the French front.

New York, Dec. 19. — Arthur Pol- 


len, 
the British naval expert who has 


sailed for Europe atter spending six 
months in the United States, gave to 
the Associated Press a statement in 
which he said that the campaign of 
the allied navy against the submarine 
has at last resulted in keeping the 
world's ship tonnage from showing a 
monthly decrease, or will soon do so. 
Mr. Pollen gives credit for this success 
to the change in the chief commands 
carried out by the British admiralty 
last spring and the participation in 
the campaign o£ the American navy. 


Mr. Pollen pointed 
out 
that six 


montlis ago the German submarines 
were causing a. net attrition to the 
world's tonnage at the rate of nearly 
25 per cent annually. "While the pres- 
ent rate of attrition is difficult to esti- 
mate, it appeared that last 
month 


Great Britain lost as much tonnage as 
she launched. The first ship laid down 
by the "United States since the war has 
been launched and within the next 
12 months a substantial proportion of 
the G.000,000 tons provided for in this 
country will undoubtely 
be 
afloat. 


Great Britain's ship building program 
will similarly 
increase 
month 
by 


month, and moreover the campaign 
of the allied navy against the sub- 
marine will grow in value week 
by 


week, he said. 


Germany's Plan Has Failed. 


"The significance of this to the for- 


tunes of war does not have 
to 
be 


pointed out," Mr. Pollen continued. 
"It means that Germany's flank at- 
tack on allied 
communications 
has 


"ailed and that there is no reason why 
ultimately the full military power ot 
Great Britain, France, and Italy and 
most important of all of the United 
States should not be felt in western 
theatres of war. This is a tremen- 
dous result." 


Speaking of the change in the chief 


command in the British, admiralty, 
Mr. Pollen,said:..

"In bringing about this new order of 


things at 
Whitehall the 
reformers 


were undoubtedly assisled first by the 
tact that an extremely effective, well 
equipped and brilliantly commanded 
contingent of American destroyers was 
already at work in a very Important 
area of the theatre of war, and next 
by the British government waking up 
to the truth that the belligerency of 
America meant not only the co-oper- 
ation of a very gallant and enterpris- 
ing ally, but the domestication, so to 
speak, of a new and extremely intel- 
ligent critic," 


l*raiscs Our Admirals. 


Mr. Pollen mentioned the consoli- 


dations with the British admiralty of 
three distinguished and 
resourceful 


American naval officials — Admirals 
Sims. Mayo and Benson. 


"Through these men American pro- 


fe^sional knowledge," he said, "has 
gained a first hand experience of the 
reality of war and has been able to 


, contribute an impersonal and impartial 


I justice upon the character of the oper- 
ations to be pursued and of the meth- 
ods in which they should be carried 
out. I cannot doubt tor a moment that 
much of the efficiency ot the counter 
campaign is due to this additional ex- 
perience." 


Commenting on the recent raid in 


the North Sea by German destroyers. 
Mr. Pollen said: 


"The only rernarkcble thing about 


such incidents is not their occasional 
occurrence, but their rarity. Were the 
British and American navy in the 
position of the German navy I fancy 
they would be more frequent."

PLANS FOR BIG WHEAT 
HARVEST ARE SET BACK 


Conditions on December 1 Point 


to Lower Figures Than 


Billion Bushels 


Washington,D. C.. Dei,-. 13.—Govern- 


ment plans lor a billion bushel wheat 
crop next year to help the United States 
feed its allies have received a set back. 
It was disclosed today by the Decem- 
ber crop repoit of the department of 
agriculture, that while winter wheat 
was planted on the largest acreage 
ever sown to that cereal, its condition 
on December 1 was the lowest on rec- 
fiTfl 
for that date. 
A winter crop of 


540,000,000 bushels was forecast by 
the bureau of crop estimate. 
The ac- 


tual production will be greater or less 
than that quantity according ns con- 
ditions are hereafter better or worse 
thnn nverncre. Through a great spring 
crop it still is hoped to bring the year's 
total to somewhere near the billion 
mark. 


Government officials had ngurod on 


having winter wheat production reach 
672,000.000 bushels, but today's fore- 
cast indicates that It \.ill fall 132.000,- 
000 bushels short of that ligure. Indi- 
cations are that rye roduetlon will be 
25,000,000 bushels larger than last 


i year's record cvon.

Some time ago Canton David 'Wit- 


her, I. O. O. F., of Oneonta took up 
the project of raising money among 
the various uniformed bodies of Odd 
Fellows In the state for the purchase 
of an ambulance for service in France. 
A local committee consisting of C. C. 
Miller, A. JU Judd, F. H. Monroe, 
George L. Glbbs and A. F. Christian, 
was appointed and the work of secur- 
ing funds was \-igoi-ously prosecuted. 
A very large share of the money need- 
ed was secured in Oneonta, among 
the contributors being Congressman 
George W. Fairchild, who subscribed 
?1CO, aiitl later a large number of the 
cantons in the state subscribed satis- 
factory sums. 


As a result of the unwearied efforts 


of the committee the full $1,000 need- 
ed was raised for the ambulance. At 
first it had been the intention of the 
canton to present the ambulance to 
the American Field Ambulance ser- 
vice In France, which was represent- 
ed in'this city last spring by Emory 
Pottle, whose Inspiring addresses, in 
this city will be remembered. Mr. 
Pottle, with whom the committee was 
from the first In correspondence, ad- 
vised the committee that the ambu- 
lance*service was to be taken over by 
the Red Cross and suggested that the 
gift be made directly to that 
body, 


which was accordingly done. 


In connection with the gift and at 


the suggestion of the Red Cross, two 
plates were secured, to be placed oti 
either side of the ambulance. 
These 


plates, which reached Oneonta this 
week, bear the inscription:

be of a much poorer quality. The 
company is experiencing no difficulty 
in securing men, despite the shortage 
of labor and while the warm weather 
is threatening to stop operations, the 
ice is not as yet affected by the warm 
weather. Opening the field has, how- 
ever, subjected it to s.^me dangers in 
the event of a small freshet even and 
it is hoped that the thaw will be 
checked before tha fleld" is damaged.

•The Boche Just came close enough," 


*8s the way a certain American colo- 


Bel smilingly described the visit of a 
German shell which recently struck 
bis headquarters. 


The colonel at that time was worfc- 


Ing to his "office" at headquarters, a 
chateau near the trenches. Orderlies 
were coming and going. A dozen offi- 
cers were -working In various rooms. 
Suddenly tha German shell crashed 
jnte the roof and exploded half way 
down the second floor. 


The explosion smashed -windows ev- 


erywhere and scattered a rain of plas- 
ter over the coloael's bed. 


Two minutes later we found the 


colonel standing on his steps looking 
the building over and gingerly han- 
dling some hot fragments of the shell. 
One hour before the German shell 
struck home an American general had 
left his automobile near the chateau 
and walked 100 yards away, vhen a 
•shell struck near the car. The auto- 
mobile -was showered with mud and 
stones. The American army chauffeur 
ducked his head, donned his "tin hat" 
and stuck to his -wheel. 


A zlg-zagging ditch, -walled In -with 


hand woven twigs, khaki-clad Sam- 
mies standing oa the firing step—this 
Is America's first line. 


Know Trench Labyrinth. 


It winds like a brown scar across 


the face of the hill. Sammies, peer- 
Ing cautiously over the parapet, have 
an unobstructed view across a valley 
to where the Boche is sulking In his 
own front line trenches. 


America's front line in the land 


branch of the. battle for democracy 
isn't just a plain ditch. To the un- 
initiated it is a labyrinth of twists 
and turns and holes and mounds. But 
to Sammy, it Is as simple as Main 
street, back home. 
He knows every 


dugout, every traverse, every listening 
post. 


Standing on the fire-step at one 


place In the trench beside a Nebraska 
soldier, I strained by eyes across death 
valley to where the enemy holds forth. 
It was a dank, tangled tarn. Weeds 
run wild for three years, luxuriated 
there. A battered village stands mid- 
way, a-walting the day of reclamation. 
1 It was still, Not a sign of move-

ment ihowed anywhere, 
moved 
over 
where the 


trenches were. 


Suddenly an American gun cracked 


twice. Shells shuffled instantaneous- 
ly over us and detonated "over there"

unseen Boches were sent scurrying 
underground by Its wicked' fragments. 


A crow wheeling In midair -was 


struck by a bit of this shrapnel. He 
dropped to the earth like a plummet 


"There ain't any use writing about 


that to the home folks," said the tall 
Nebraska soldier. "They wouldn't be- 
lieve me if I told It to 'em." 


We passed oa down the trench. A 


Memphis (Tenn.) machine gunner -was 
our next acquaintance. 


"Therft nr» plenty of duck's In Death' 


valley," he voluntered, after someone \ 
had mentioned the crow incident.' 
"There's a small lake midway over No j 
Man's Land, and they gather around, 
there." 
| 


From somewhere an American snip- 


er's rifle cracked the deep stillness | 
and then Quiet settled down again. In 
growing shadows -we passed on down 
the trench. As -we stopped, there came 
abruptly the tinmistakabl? whistling 
of shells, then Instantly three bangs 
as the three shots struck a hundred 
yards away, near- the first line. There 
•were no casualties. 


Immediately 
the 
American guns 


took up the challenge, measure for 
measure. Then It -was quiet again. 


That brief Interchange suggested In- 


quiry as to -what took place In the 
first lines when shells came over. A 
Wyoming boy proudly showed his dug 
out 


Huns Lose Their Laundry. 


"It accommodates thirty-eight of us, 


nlso a million rats," he remarked -with 
a grin. "And I forgot the dozen or so 
cats." 


We passed still farther along—and 


got by a machine-gun post just in time 
to see the little death-dealer rattle a 
lively barrage over against a German 
village -where the Boches were seen to 
be hanging out their shirts on a 
clothes-lme. The Huns fled—leaving 
their laundry. 


Reaching the end of the American 


sector, we turned to the rear. A tomb 
like stillness reigned at that moment 
It was so quiet that the loudest sound 
was the water splashing and swishing 
under the "duck-boards" (lattice -worl 
pavements) beneath our feet 


Half an hour later the lull -was 


broken. 
The Boches started a sud 


den spasm of artlllerymg. They hurled 
50 shrapnel shells -with a drum-fire 
speed—25 a minute, perhaps. Distant 
thumps and red flashes near us showed 
the American gun volley sent painstak 
Ingly in reply. 


Then it was still again.

Origin of Alfalfa. 


Alfalfa Is a Spanish word used as 


the common name for medlcago satlva. 
It Is a foreign plant now naturalized 
and well known In many parts of the 
United States. The plant itself Is of 
Asiatic origin, and from there was In- 
troduced Into Mexico and South Amer- 
ica by the Spaniards 300 or 400 years 
ago. In 1854 It was brought from 
Chile to San Francisco and has since 
become one of the principal forage 
crops of the far -western and some of 
the southwestern states. It Is esti- 
mated that about 25 per cent of the 
tame hay and nearly 20 per cent of 
all the hay, tame and wild, now pro- 
duced In the United Spates, is alfalfa. 
On this basis the production of alfalfa 
hay in 1916 was ^nearly 23,000,000 tons.
